Reforms Should Te Worked 
Before Men Return 


A great question—the greatest 
the war—depends for its soition up- | 
on the folks at hotie. They, more 
than soldiers or military authorities, 
have to do with the successful work- 
ing out of that wonderful thing ot 
which every one talks and about 
which so very few seem to have even 
one definite idea—Reconstruction, Is 
it not true that every one firmly be- 
lieves what with the coming of peace 
there will also arrive that other great 
blessing, reconstruction? Is it not 
also_true that with this placid as- 
surance there exists the other assur- 
ance that some one else is managing 
that problem? No one feels person- 
ally responsible, but cach one feels 
stre that some one else is working 
hard on this stupendous puzzle. 

There are many reasons why  ev- 
ery individual interested in this wart 
should take a personal interest in re- 
constrnctian, and never allow that in- 
terest to lag until he has found the 
fountain head of reconstruction ac- 
tivity—cither found it or created it. 
To begin with, individual liomes 
must be thoroughly and consciously 
reconstructed. Habits must be re: 
formed of abolished according to 
whether they are required for the 
model home. The men returning 
from overseas are bringing back, 
thoughts and feelings to which theyi 
were utter strangers before enlisting. 
Most of them have grown, mentally | 
and spiritually, by leaps and bounds. 
Haye their women folks and their 
children kept pace? Will they und- 
erstand what the men have gained? | 
Will they appreciate its value? Will) 
they agree or sneeringly criticise the 
attitude of the men towards life Will 
they have such a broad cutlook them- 
selves that they can be both patient 
and tolerant with what seems a mis- 
taken view and finally either persuade 
back to the best way er forsake their 
own narrow views 

There are many reforms which 
should be well on the way to being 
worked out before the men come 
back. They are reforms for which 
women are plainly sesponsible. No 
one has a better right than women 
to take full charge of every form of, 
legislation . affecting children. Baby} 
welfare as a national requirement, in- 
stead of a local manifestation of] 
s#hity on the part of parents, is a} 
form of reconstruction that leads} 
straight’to the doors of women at} 
home today. < | 

The establishment of a national} 
hoard of health belongs to the good! 
times coming in the reconstruction 
period, and the responsibility for its 
establishments rest naturally on the 
mothere of the land. The same is} 
true of the entire educational sys 
tem. Laws relating to food are wo-} 
men's work. These are what might) 
be called house cleaning work with- | 
out which any reconstruction work} 
would be hopeless and they should 
be wisely planned and started at 
once. In both France and England 

any of these reforms are already 
under way, «ade necessary and pos- 
sible by the violent overturning of! 
old methods found inadequate in war, 
Chose Gpuntries have waged war and} 
begun reconstruction. simultaneously.

This 


Continent Should Lead * the 
Rest of the World 


Nothing surprises us these times. 
A RMffg and Ins queen may journey 
to their capital by airplane, as did! 
King Albert of tteliean and his COR} 
sort, the other day, and it hardly at- 
tracts attention, though it is but a 
few years since the first crossing of 
the English Channel by airplane elec- 
trified the world. 

Those airmen who have returned 
to us from the front predict a won- 
derful field for aeronautics, especial- 
ly, perhaps, on this continents We 
are to travel at speeds above a hun- 
dred miles an hour as a matter of 
course. One youngster is said to be 
planning a daily trip to Minaki, or 
rather several trips a day, -starting 
the service next summer, Flying ma- 
chines are already so stable that 
there is really but little more risk 
than in ordinary travel. 

Landing is the most perilous part 
of the program, and by choosing the 
seaplane type the danger of an acci- 
dent becomes slight. Our country fo 
the north and east is well supplied 
with streams and lakes, so in that 
region the seaplane will find a maxi- 
mum of usefulness. Flying at a con- 
siderable heighty if by any mischance 
the engine should baulk, a competent 
pilot would usually find small diffi- 


culty in vol-planing down to the 
nearest sheet of water.

planes, and also wireless telegraphy.

An important article on the St. 


Dunstanner as a Telegraph Operator, 
outlines the possibilities afforded jn 
this particular phase of endeavor. The 
outstanding qualification for this 
work is self-reliance, as the operator} 
in a private branch exchange gener- | 
sound 
proof room, and must do everything) 
for himself. A full description of ihe 
necessary operations involved is giv- 
en, from which it is easily seen that 
the brain, ear and hand of the opera- 
tor must work in perfect accord, and 
that is possible for the blind man, 
Experience has shown that the blind 
soldier can grasp and overcome these 
difficulties with remarkable speed, 
taking only from two to three months 
to do so, An instance of thig is cited 
under the heading, “News of St. 
Dunst: .’s men from all parts of the 
work.” 

P, Alvey a telephone operator who} 
has been® working with Messrs, De- 
benham and Freebody, London, for 
the past six months, wrote recently:

The training given at St. Dun- 
stan’s is of a practical nature, on ap- 
paratus similar to that in use in a 
private exchange. An elaborate in- 
stallation has been fitted up in one 
of the class rooms and when a cer- 
tain proficiency is attained the novice 
is given the opportunity of working 
the main switchboard of the institu- 
tion. The practice on a real live 
switchboard completes the traiming. 

“An unruffled temperament, a cour- 
teous and cheerful disposition and a 
quickly working brain are the qual- 
fications necessary for success in this 
work,” says the Review.

John Masefield Interprets the British 
Spirit to the American People | 


“St. George did not go ont against 
the dragon like that divine calm 
youth in Carpaccio’s picture, nor like 
that divine calm man in Donatello’s 
statue, He went out, I think, after 
that 
it was going to be bad, and that the 
Gragon would breathe fire, and that 
very likely he wouldn't see his child- 
ren again, and people would call him 
a fool. He went out, I think, as the 
battalions of our men went out, a lit- 
tle trembling and a little sick and 
not knowing much about it, except 
that it had to be done and then 
stood up to the dragon in the mud of 
that far land, and waited for him to 
come on... .” 

“I know my nation’s faults as well 
as I know my own. They are the 
faults of a set and a system, They are 
faults of head, not faults of _ heart. 
When I think of those faults I think 
of a long graveyard in France, a 
hundred miles long, where simple, 
good, kind, ignorant Englishmen by 
the thousand and the hundred thou- 
sand lie in every attitude of rest and 
agony, for ever and ever and for 
eyer. They did not know where Bel- 
gium is, nor what Germany is, nor 
even what England is. They were 
teld that a great country had taken 
a little country by .he throat, and 
that it was up to them to help, and 
they went out by the hundred and the 
hundred thousand and the million, on 
that word alone, and they stayed 
there, in the mud, to help that little 
country, till they were killed.” 

One of the countless facts the 
British have to be proud of today is 
that they have a representative who 
can speak to the other great Anglo- 
Saxon nation as John Masefield has 
spoken in America, The two para- 
graphs set above are taken from his 
lectures on “St. George andghe Dra- 
gon,” and “The War and the Future,” 
which have stirred many hearers like 
a trumpet, as “Gallipoli” has stirred 
thousands of American readers, They 
have the simplicity that is the best 
eloquence. Of the two, most readers 
will prefer the firct, a lecture origin- 
ally delivered on Shakespeare's birth- 
day, and more dignified in) manner, 


}more serious in theme. 


The prime object of the lecturer has 
been to bring home to American au- 
fliences the intensity, carnesteness, 
and gigantic scale of the British ef- 
fort. He tells how when the war came 
he was im his twelfth century hoane 
in Berks, with a little company of 
friends (one of them Rupert Brooke): 
who scoffed at th. idea of a general 
war, ‘fhe house was at once turned 
over to cavalry as a billet; when he 
next saw the men they were in the

of the fighting retreat from Mons,

These figures, indicating the re- 
markable decrease in crime in Brit- 
ain since the war began, were given 
by S® Evelyn Rugghs Brise, chair- 
man of the prison tommissioners, 
and founder of the Borstal system. 

Sir Evelyn considered the decrease 
was chiefly attributable to improved 
social conditions, the call on the 
manhood of the nation, and the di- 
version of many persons from idle 
and unprefitable lives, with endless 
opportunities for crime, to useful em- 
ployment, while in many cases —in- 
tense patriotism had led persons not 
only to abstain from evil themselves 
to do good work by their ex- 
ample and encouragement to others, 

Looking further back one could 
see that the great army of offenders 
had been diminished by concentrat- 
ing attention on what were called the 
juvenile adults—young offenders be- 
tween the ages FE ip ar and twenty- 
one, and dealing with them under the 
Borstal system, Twenty years ago 
there were 20,000 of these lads in 
prison annually, and now there were 
only 4,000, while, owing to the efforts 
of the after-care societies, between 
70 and 80 per cent. were caved from 
a life of crime. 

Undoubtedly during the war pros- 
perity, good wages and cisy means 
of obtaining employment had had a 
beneficial effect. in reducing crime, 
and with seVerely restricted oppor- 
tunities for spending wages in in- 
toxicating liquor probably the record 
of.crime in the community would in 
any case be very low indeed. 

As a result of appeals nade to the 


patriotism of prison workers the av- 
erage output of prison labor ayas 
nearly forty-five dollars per head 


more than before the war, and more 
than 17,000,000 articles, representing 
nearly 12,000 a day, \had been dis- 
tributed from the prisons for war 
purposes. 

Many former inmates 
had made good by acts of sacrifece 
and -allantry and not a few had 
been promoted and decorated. 

Sir Evelyn instanced the case of 
one man of forty-three, a very vio- 
lent character, who had served three 
sentences of penal servitude, spent 
many years in prison, and had brok- 
en prison on four occasions, He was 
reported on by the prison authori- 
ties as a min of character, but ap- 
parently embittered and an enemy of 
socicty. 

This man when serving in the 
army saved the life of a comrade by 
the transfusion of his blood, as a 
consequence of which he contracted 
bloed poisoning himself. On return- 
ing to duty he served in the hottest 
part of the line, gaining the. Military 
Medal and the Distinguished Con- 
duct Medal, and was regarded as 
one of the best non-commissioned of- 
ficers in his regiment.

Returned Soldiers 


Were Placed on Farms at Harvest 
Time 

Last summer about 100 returned 
soldiers entered the Manitoba Agri- 
cultural College for a four months’ 
course in gas engineering, live stock 
field crops, gardening, poultry and 
dairying. Those who had had /no 
previous experience in farming were 
given practice at the barns harness- 
ing and hitching four-horse teams 
and working them in the fields. 
harvest time most of these men were 
p!.ced on Manitoba farms. Somg_of 
them went out to the farms of ¢ 
students of the college, On Novem- 
ber 1, a new class of 100 returned 
men will enter the college for a sim- 
ilar course, aud some of the previous 
class will return for advanced work, 

Besides the special class, many 
other returned men have registered 
Last year 
two of these men did excellent work 
in the first year class; one, Private 
C. E. Winstone, of McConnell, Man- 
itoba, took the lead among 83 men. 

This year t..o scholarships of $100 
and $50 are offered to war veterans, 
and the students last winter purchas- 
ed a $1,000 Victory Bond which is in 
hands of a board of trustees, and 
which will provide anather scholar- 
ship for returned soldiers. 

The other day an old student, who 
has lost a leg and been honorably 
discharged from the army, called at 
the college and registered for the 
present term. He brought with him 
his comrade-in-arms, whose wounds 
prevent him continuing his medical 
course,

An 
old collier, the Newbridge, was given 
that honorable work to do when the 
German cruiser Koningsberg was 
penned up in 1914 in the Rufigi. riv- 
er, The Newbridge had to be anch- 
ored head and stern, and there was 
a beavy fire from the shore. The rest 
of the story reads like the account of 
a crew's picnic ashore, After she 
was anchored into position the crew 
pulled the inlet valve, and while the 
ship was settling the crew stepped 
into the boat that was waiting, fired 
the fuse that would blow out some 
of the bottom plates, and then left 
her to do what she was meant to do.

For Irrigation ?

When Is It Time to Irrigate ? 
—--OQ-—-— 

At this time it is worth while to 
consider whether it is going to pay 
to irrigate or not. This question 
arises whenever the weather contin- 
ues dry long enough so that some 
crops suffer from lack ot moisture. 
Irsigation evidently will pay when- 
ever the added grain or forage due 
to the irrigation is worth more than 
the cost of applying the water, plus 
the interest on the first cost of pre- 
paring the land by grading and 
ditching so that the water may be 
applied economically and evenly. 
The crop record for tg18 shows an 
average yield of wheat ia this gen- 
eral district of less than 10 bushels 
per acre under dry land conditions, 
while selected patches of irrigated 
wheat made from 20 to 40 bus. per 
‘cre. The average for the irrigated 
fields is not known but was low be- 
cause. most of the fields were irri- 
gated late and all lacked any special 
preparation, except the construction 
of ditches for field flooding at the 
last minute 

All tand to be irrigated should be 
smoothed with an Eighteen Foot 
Leveller before beiag seeded to 
grain and the drill or harrow should 
be run the same direction that 
the water will take when turned out 
from the field ditch. The field 
ditches should be large and spaced 
closely together say from too to 
150 feet apart. The rougher and 
flatter the land the closer together 
the ditches should be. The best re- 
will not be obtained from 
irrigation until the land has heen 
properly graded, Smothed and ditch- 
ed. Each year some irrigated land 
should be reserved to work on dur- 
ing the open and put in 
proper shape for irrigation, Such 
land can often be irrigated to ad- 
vantage when it would not pay with 
rough land, because an even trri- 
gation can be had with ordinary 
labor and a light application of 
water can be made, 

The field ditches should be plow- 
ed and ‘'V’ed’’ out betore the grain 
gets high enough to hide the 
ground, The tarmers who had their 
fields staked out last year can ree 
produce the ditches in the proper 
places, while those who have not 
received such asssistance can obtain 
advice and have their fields staked 
it they apply in time to the Strath- 
more Office. It will pay any farm- 
er who intends to grade his land 
and take advantage of his water 
right to own a farm level and rod 
with which he can lay out his land 
and stake ditches at his conven- 
ience. Such a farmer should also 
own a fresno scraper and make bim- 
selra “V" Ditcher and an 18-foot 
leveler. These are as usual 
in their place as plows, grain drills 
harrowg, “etc.

“A pertinent 
question whether any reserve 
moisture was carried over from the 
prsvious year, <A good practical 
test is to dig down about two feet 
deep in several places in the field, 
this will often save a lot of argu- 
ment and discussion. Our studies 
of conditions here shows that 18 to 
20 of rain as occurred in 
1915 result in a maximum crop, 
hence if we do not get about 3 or 4 
inches of rain per month duriag the 
growing season there chance 
for It it rains on top of 
an irrigation the subsoil will usually 
take care of the excess if any, and 
this is particularly apt to be the case 
if the subsoil is dry and the irriga- 
tion has been of even depth.

Another article will be written on 
the preparation of land for irriga- 
ton of the land but last years work 
demonstrated that it is well worth 
while to irrigate the crops when it 
is needed even though nothing bos 
been done to smooth or prepare the 
ladd beforehand, Success will come 
from having plenty of good ditches, 
spaced for flood itrigation and a 
good head of water which can be 
had by proper rotation between the 
users on one lateral ditch system. 
When the land is really graded and 
prepared, it will be best to use the 
border system or furrow system of 
irrigation, although the flood system 
on well prepared land also gives 
good results,
